• AMENDMENTS to the Student 
Council Constitution proposed two 
weeks ago were approval by the 
Student Life ConunJittee in a meet- 
ing held March 27, and have now 
been added to' the Conatitutlon. 
The most important of the new 


amendments make provisions for 
council control over all student 
elections and Ax limitations on 
students seeking office. 

The new amendments to the 
constitution read as follows: 

Art II, Duties of the Student Coun- 
oll. 

Art II, Section A. Part 1. The Stu- 
dent Council shall promulgate rules 
governing class and Student Council 
elections. 

Art tl. Section A, Part 8. The Stu- 
dent Council shall promulgate rules 
requiring all activities to Ale such re- 
ports as the Council may request. 

Art 56. Section C. The Council shall 
direct the orientation and organization 
of freshmen. 

Art, II, Sec. D. The Council shall 
maintain a public record of the ac- 
tivities calendar. 

Art n, Sec. L. The Council shall by 
October U of each year advtse al) ac- 
tlvltiea and publish In The Hatchet a 
list of closed nights. Nights ahall be 
closed at the discretion of the Council 


for the staging of all-Unlveraity stu- 
dent functions. No other organization 
may hold meetings or parties on a 
closed night. Changes In or additions 
the schedule may be made by the 
Council after giving a month's public 
notice.

• OF ALL the definitions that 
have ever been written of a sports- 
man none is fit to ■ d^rlbe this 
ColonlaL Len Sokol not only gave 
his all In athletics but gave his 
life for his country in the greatest 
game of all on the beaches of Iwo 
Jima. 

He entered George Washington 
In 1940, backed by a brilliant ath- 
letic record which he earned on 
the basketball and baseball teams 
of Central High School. 

His athletic talents had been re- 
vealed previous to this time when 
in 1939 he entered and won the 
City of Washington Junior Tennis 
Championship. Seeded first at the 
start he showed superior form 
throughout the series and copped 
the title. Like a true athlete he 
lived, breathed, and ate sports, 
achieving local fame in sandlot 
balL 

At the University Len starred 
for the most part on the diamond. 
Since the baseball season conflicted 
with that of tennis he could not 
find time to compete with the Uni- 
versity's tennis team. 

Sokol held down the left fl^ld 
spot for two years, hitting 312 in 
the 1941 season and 344 In , 1942. 
He was erratic at the plate, ’some 
days producing several circuit 
clouts, while on other’s falling to 
get on base. In the field he always 
played brilliant defensive ball ^nd 
his deadly throwing arm was re- 
spected and feared by all of the 
Buffmen's epponents. 

In 1942 Len enlisted in the Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve, and in 1943 
entered active service and received 
his commission. In the Pacific 
theater he led his battalion's ball 
team to an Inter-lsIand champion- 
ship. 

When news of his death reached 
this country many fond memories 
of his sporting career were re- 
called by those with whom he
